In these systems one wire Is 
utilized by varying magnetism of the 
sounders for the sending of two mes­ 
sages at the same time with the duplex 
and four at the same tim e with the 
quadruplex. Even the single wires 
are 
affected excepting where they are cut 
into numerous stations, the relays of 
batteries lu each tending to overcome 
the effect of the trolley current.

much. The frightened telegraph o p­ 
erato rs seem to believe that there is 
so me so rt o f a pleasure in exaggera­ 
tio n. 
Between two o f the early estimates 
o f the lo ss o f life caused by the earth­ 
quake in Fo rmo sa there was a re 
markable discrepancy. 
One put it 
at less than a hundred and the o ther 
at abo ut ten tho usand. 
The truth 
really lay between these extremes. It 
no w appears that co nsiderably mo re 
than o ne tho usand perso ns were kill­ 
ed. 
Later returns may bring the to ­ 
tal up to fifteen hundred. 
The mo r­ 
tality clo sely appro aches, if it do es 
no t equal, that which resulted fro m 
the sho cks in So uthern Italy 
last 
September. 
No trustwo rthy info r­ 
matio n regarding the effects o f the 
disturbance in Co lo mbia last January 
is yet available, but it is do ubtful 
whether they were mo re ro rmidable 
than tho se o f the latest earthquake 
in the Orient. 
Of co urse, these are 
no t co mparable with the appalling 
co nsequences o f the sho cks which vis­ 
ited No rthern India last April and to 
which between 13,000 and 
15,000 
deaths were due, but there have no t 
been mo re than six o r eight earth­ 
quakes in the last quarter o f a cen­ 
tury fro m which there was a well 
authenticated lo ss o f mo re than 1,8 00 
o r 2,000 Uves.

REFORMED SPELLING. 
Seldo m In litergry annals has any­ 
thing raised such a co ntro versy, es­ 
pecially acro ss the sea, as the presi­ 
dent’s o rder to Public Printer Stil­ 
ling» to have simple spelling used in 
o fficial do cuments printed at the go v­ 
ernment printing o ffice. 
The dis­ 
turbance that the o rder has 
raised 
is a go o d deal mo re remarkable than 
the o rder itself. 
In this co untry it 
has been received mo re o r less as a 
m atter o f co urse. 
There is no ques­ 
tio n that the English spelling needs 
simplifying, and while the executive 
o rder putting 300 changes into effect 
at o nce is so mewhat startling, the 
peo ple o f this co untry are o f a tem­ 
perament to take a v ery practical 
v iew o f the matter and accept the 
suggestio n is they think it go o d and 
especially if it saves time. 
But in England 
it is 
different. 
There the president is accused o f lay­ 
ing vio lent hands o n the language o f 
Milto n and Shakespeare and is 'o n- 
sidering himself a better autho rity 
than Webster o r Jo hnsto n. This is 
the meerest no nsense. 
As a matter 
o f fact, English and American spel­ 
ling differ co nsiderably in a number 
o f po ints 
already. 
The English spell 
a bank check “cheque” and we never 
think o f spelling it 
anything 
but 
“ check ’* 
They always leave the 
**u” in such wo rds as “armo ur” and 
"ho no ur” 
and "co lo ur” and “valo ur,” 
but we always leave 
the “u” 
o ut. 
There are ten o r twelve o ther ways 
In which English spelling is distin­ 
guished fro m American. And all o f 
the American 'wavs are sho rter and 
more co nv enient. 
The changes that hav e been reco m­ 
mended to the go v ernment printer 
end the reco mmendatio n is in effect 
an o rder, are fo r tbe mo st part the 
change# that hav e already been ac­ 
cepted by tbe dictio naries as allo w­ 
able is no t preferential spellings. Fo r 
Instance few peo ple think o f putting

Frank B. Posey, surveyor of the port 
of Evansville, Ind., and a Republican 
leader of prominence, is about to un­ 
dertake in Spencer county a remarka­ 
ble experiment, says the Indianapolis 
Star. 
He proposes to plant gardens 
under the earth’s surface and to raise 
the fruits and flowers of the tropics. 
The hanging gardens of Babylon rank­ 
ed as one of the early wonders of tbe 
world, but the people in Evansville 
say“ they will not be in it with the uh- 
derground gardens of Spencer county. 
A few years ago Colonel Posey, who 
formerly represented the First district 
in congress, bought 200 acres of land 
on Pigeon creek, lying partly in Spen­ 
cer and partly in W arrick counties. On 
the place is a coal mine that was aban­ 
doned seventeen years ago. 
Recently 
Colonel Posey caused the shaft to be 
reopened, and to his surprise he found 
that, 
unlike 
nearly 
all 
abandoned 
mines, the interior chambers were in­ 
tact 
Colonel Foscy organized an exploring 
party and Investigated all of the rami­ 
fications of the abandoned mine. 
He 
found it covers an area of fifteen acres, 
subdiv ided into chambers 200 feet long 
and of varying width. These chambers 
are ahont 100 feet below the surlaee of 
the earth. 
It at once occurred to Colonel Posey, 
who delights in experiments, that here 
was an opportunity to test the feasi­ 
bility of underground gardening. 
H e 
was satisfied that if uhe could raise fif­ 
teen acres of garden truck 100 feet be­ 
low tbe earth’s surface be would per­ 
form an achievement that would arrest 
the attention of scientific circles all 
ov er the world and at the same time 
prov e immensely profitable. 
He learn­ 
ed by taking temperatures that the in­ 
terior of the mine remains constantly 
at 55 degrees, tbe even temperature of 
the eartli. 
This temperature is un­ 
varying winter anil summer and is 
the temperature most conducive to the 
growth uf plant life. 
Furthermore, the 
air is surcharged with carbonic gas, 
upon which plants thrive. 
In order to grow, however, plants 
require light, and how to light his un­ 
derground gardens has been a problem 
that was dillieult to solve, but Colonel 
Posey is convinced that he has at last 
found tbe solution. 
He will illuminate 
the various chambers and passageways 
with acetylene gas. which furnishes a 
very brilliant light and is Inexpensive. 
“ I had heard,” said Colonel Posey, 
“ that some experiments conducted at 
Cornell university proved conclusively 
that sunligdit is not necessary to the 
growth of plants and that acetylene 
gas furnishes a very good substitute. 
I wrote to Gifford Pinehot, chief of the 
United States bureau of forestry, for 
Information'on the subject and I have 
received his reply. 
He says that he 
participated in the experiments at Cor­ 
nell and that while they could not l>e 
called 
completely 
successful, 
they 
showed that plants can be made to 
grow and mature by the aid of acety­ 
lene gas. 
The cost of generating this 
light is nominal. 
Ten cents will pay 
for the illumination of a room or cham­ 
ber 200 feet long and fifty feet wide for 
twenty-four hours. 
It has been proved 
time and again that electricity is a 
good substitute for sunlight in raising 
plants, but it is entirely too expensive 
fur ordinary use.” 
Colonel Posey expects to spend a 
good mauy thousands of dollars in pre­ 
paring *his underground gardens for 
cultiv ation. 
He will import into the 
mine hundreds of tons of rich soil and 
shape it into beds, such as arc1 found 
In greenhouses. 
He recently planted 
a crop of mushrooms and expects to 
have 
mushrooms 
for 
market 
by 
Thanksgiving. 
His 
intention 
is 
to 
raise large quantities of lettuce and 
celery for the winter markets, and he 
w ill dev ote much attention to the cul- 
ttv atlon of figs and oranges. 
He also 
ex pects to grow roses on an extensive 
scate 
Colonel Posey's farm is near the 
Ohio rtver, and an electric 
line has 
been surv ey ed within a distance of 
half a city block from It. so that be 
anticipates 
no difficulty in marketing 
the produce of bis underground gar­ 
dens.
